ENGLAND. 

New York, Aug. 16. — A LoikIoh 
cable says: An iiigt'niou.s niodo of 
, Biuuggliug was di.'icovcrt'd liy tliu cus- 
toius oflicers at Hull. While aouii' Bup- 
posed heavy beatns of limbor wuw. Ink- 
ing unloaded from a slii|-,, by iiiptiu.s of 
n crane, ono bi^aiii struck tliotiuay with 
such force as to split it o|inii siillicitnit- 
ly to show that it iiad been hollowed 
out iiud the .space (illcd with tobacco 
and cigars. A customs ollioer being on 
haod at the monaensiajwediately phiced 
the crew under arrest and seized the 
cargo. It was found that all the tim- 
bers on board tiie ship contained similar 
articles. So neatly wa.s the work of con- 
cealment done that had it not boon 
for the accident in swinging the beams 
on the crane the goods would have es- 
caped the watchful eyes of ll;e govern- 
ment detectives, and an ininieiibe sum 
would have been realized by the sale 
of the contraband arlicle.s, as .several 
tons of the stuff were consigneil to a 
firm in Leeds. The cu.stonis oUiccr.s 
now believe that large quantities of to- 
bacco and cigars have been smuggled 
into England by the same means, and 
are engaged in a still hunt for beams 
of timber recently landed at Kcvcia! 
.outlier port.s.

Every di;- 
tail of tho affair is eagerly -sought for, 
and retold as often as Ojipertunity of 
fer.-, with such embellishments ua the 
iniagiiiiition can supply, Tlie bride, 
wluun his lordship met on board the 
steamer while returning home from his 
American tour twt) yemrti ago, is dH- 
serilied as beiiis; a deciiled brunette, 
about 30 \ ears of age, wiilia graceful 
carn.ige, slender i Imu perfect ly moulil 
ed tigure, ,111(1 Mjuiliiie leutureH. Her 
fa,->cinatiiig anil viiauious inanner so 
cbanned tlie lending •.lii-pens<ir ot Brit 
isli justice that during the voyag" he 
iiaticed almost continual attendance 
upon her. After his arrival in Loiiilon, 
however, the aged lovetr's ardor cooled 
rapidly, anil in a short time the ther- 
mometer of Inn ulleciions registered a 
very low ti'mjierature.

Lord Coleridge's wife is 
not an American, as has been report- 
ed, but an EiiLdisli woman who has 
(raveled cxteiKsiTely in America. She 
is the daui;!iter of the late Henry Bar 
iiii; Lif-U'iini, who was for many year.s 
coiuiectcd witli the Bengal civil service.

18tli of September. It is astoni.sliing, 
too, the number of peo]ile who linger 
about the barracks in order to i-ecure 
the autograph of the rohol leader. He 
IniK a very nice signuture fi;.- one who 
sported a private secretary and con- 
.sequeiiily did not have much to iln in 
llie line of ijennianship. His penman- 
ship, generally, however, greatly re- 
seml)les that of a school tjoy who makes 
fruitless attem[)ts to outdo the headline, 
fii conseipi-'iice of the "Riel autograph 
fever," as it, is teniied, having broken 
out among the miod people of Regina, 
the suitionery deale.is have had a little 
boom and now an autograiih album 
cannot be had in the capital for love 
or money.

New York, Aul'. 10. — A cable sp.ici- 
al to the Sun from London says: Some 
days ago, Philip Oallan, metuber from 
Leith while debating a clause in the 
criminal amendment idll, called atten- 
tion to infamies jvliicli liad 'iieen drag- 
ged to light iluriiiL; the trial of Manaiii 
Jellries, and mentioueil among other 
things, the high station of life occupied 
by some of that notorious woman's 
chief patrona He was several times in- 
terrupted when he reached that part 
of his remarks, and there was an evi- 
dent ])urpose on the part of ci^nain 
members to either lessen tlio force of 
the speaker, or force him to abandon 
his subject and resume his seat. Be 
coming exasperated, Mr. Callan finally 
turned to his adversaries, and shaking 
his linger shouted. 

"Don't provoke me further! I know 
some of Mailame .leti'ries' patrons, and 
if the clamor continues 1 shall bo com- 
lielled to gay things you will regret to 
liear probably more than I shall dislike 
to give utterance to them. I trust that 
I shall not be driven to say more." 

Tho bouse was stilled in a moment 
and Callau was subjected to no further 
interruptions. The informal ion of 
which Uallan intimated he was [lossess- 
ed was obtained a few days {)revious to 
the episode in the liou.se, when he 
brought into the lobby of the house of 
commons a man who acted in the ca- 
jiacity of hall porter for Madame .Tef- 
fries, when the prosperity of that now 
notorious woman was at its height, with 
a view of seciring his identification of 
such members as frequented the house 
in which he was formerly employed. 
The porter upon being introduced into 
the lobby and seeing familiar faces 
about him exclaimed: 

"For God's sake taku nie away from 
lierol I recognize scores of men whom 
I have admitted into Mme.

KUaHJAN POLITICAL INTRIGUES 
IN ENGLAND. 

A cnblo deapatch of tho 10th instant 
states that a peculiar and uniqiio foaturo 
of tho approaching olectioii cuinpaign is 
tho keen inturest with which tho lluasiaii 
embassy is watching the progrosa of 
political events. The entire diplomatic 
staff and the aemi-offioial BuBsian set, 
which circles around tlin Duchess of Edin- 
burgh, are alino.st oponly intriguing for 
tho succoas of thu liberals. Tiiuy have 
certainly taken thoiy cue, if indeed thoy 
have not received their orders, from iM. 
do Giors, whoso remark aliout building 
a golden bridge for Mr. Gladstone be- 
comes pregnant with meaning in view of 
the present intrigues. Their motives in 
supporting Mr. Gladstone iiri!, of course, 
purely aeltish, and are in fact highly un- 
complimentary to liini. They romonibor 
that when he was in power his supineueaa 
and isolation from European uUiancea 
enabled Ituaaisi to capture Punjdeh and 
oreep close to Herat. The tories' acces- 
sion to power and the Salisbury-Bismarck 
alliance have for the present chocked their 
advance; but they reason tiiat if the 
liberals are restored U< piiwer the same 
tactics which General KomurutV employed 
110 easily and successfully last spring 
would enable bim to capture Herat and 
threaten Oabul or Oanduhar. Of course 
these Russian intriguants cannot openly 
aid the liberal canvass, for such aid, in 
the iiitliuiied stale of public feeling against 
everything Ruaai.'iii, wcnild douni tho lib- 
erals to certain defeat, but they can in- 
directly help tho liberals by diacroditing 
tho tories. This thoy are iuduatrioualy 
doing by a variety of shrewd devices 
tending to create tho imDression that the 
tories are secretly and treacherously dick- 
ering with Russia in pursuit of partisan 
not patriotic ends. The chief engineer uf 
this intrigue is M. Gnspndin Lossar. the 
wily special coinini.saioner from Russia on 
the Afghan buii.ulary question. One of 
hia principal lion tenants is a well known 
literary lady, wimso bright and gossipy 
letters are welconu'd in all the aociety 
papers, and his chief iniiuth|iiece in Lon- 
don is tho Pall iVlall Gazette. In an in- 
terview this afternoon M. Lessar almost 
admitted the existence of this intrisne, 
when cornered as to the authorship of 
certain articles in tlie Svet and other 
Russian papers whicii liiul been widely 
copied here. Ho went so fur as to ex 
press himself perfectly satisfied with tho 
progress and prospects «f the parliament- 
ary campaign, and said he believed not 
only that the return of tho liborala to 
power was as certain as any future event 
could be, but that the mass of the Briti.iii 
paoplo were thoroughly apathetic as to 
the Russian advances in the middle of 
Asia. 

TEE BUSINESS OUTLOOK IN TEE 
STATES. 

Bradstroet's, on the baais of telegrams 
from all the leading cities throughout the 
United States, notes a steady improve- 
ment in mHny lines of business. In tho 
chief eastern cities drygonds have been in 
steady demand; but ac Chicag.j there has 
been only a slight increaso in business. 
No special call for currency from the 
country is noted there, as was to bo ex- 
pected at this time. At Olovoland and at 
Pittsburg no gain whatever is reported. 
At the latter city there appears to bo a 
slight tendency on the part of consumers 
of pigiron to buy a little more freely, but 
this is more than oil'aet by cnntitiued 
apathy at other important selling points. 
This is the only feature in the iron market. 
No result has been reported from the 
meeting of steel-rail makers, at which it 
was hoped to advance the [)rico of raiLi. 
Prices of iron and ateel are unchanged. 
Anthracite coal is mure depressed th-m 
ever by tho refusal of tho Lackawanna and 
the Beading companies to agree to a re- 
duction of the excessive output arranged 
for August and for succeeding inonths. 
Some anxiety on this account la felt by 
the trade, and buyers are iJioro diainclined 
to stock up than ever. Stocks in first and 
second hands are heavier than uvei', and 
prices are very heavy. Wool is as tirm as 
reported one week ago. Stocks are full 
and holders firm. There are no apocial 
changes in prices. Wheat steadily re- 
fuses to budge despite the generally bul- 
lish cast cif tiie outlook- The increaso in 
the visible supply, notwithstanding it is 
but ono-third that of tho like week last 
year, the apathy of exporters, and tho 
heavy stocks in tight, continue to depress 
prices. Free offerings of Russian and 
Indian in Liverpool, and a fnir Hritiah 
harvest, help to ni;iit.iain the situation. 
The dainuge done the spring wheat ir. the 
Northwest has not been ua severe as an- 
ticipated. Indiin corn is relatively 
stronger than wheat, owing to light atock.s, 
a moderately active inijuiry and light re- 
ceipts at tho west. Crop rcporis ai e very 
favorable. Tho demand for wheiit flour 
has improved, owing to reduced .lUicka at 
tide-water. Provisions have been weak 
and lower, and hog products have been 
depressed to the lowest point fur the sea- 
son. Tho demiuid fur cash stufl' has been 
fair, but heavy slucka at home and abroad , 
backed by heavy sales, produced the de- 
cline. At St L'uiia tlie cattle market is 
weakening, owing to the expected ship- 
ments from tho Indian Territory. 

DULL TIMES. 

Puget Sound is in tho midst of a very 
serious business depression. Tho niill.i, 
if not idle, are run without profit. The 
smelting works have absorbed a large 
amount of capital wittn^nt any return. 
The foundry at Port Townaend is ahut 
down. Building is prosecuted to a limit- 
ed extent at Taooma, while at Seattle the 
hammer, saw and trowel lie listless in ihu 
workshops. All industnea and all busi- 
nesses feel the piuch acutely. Tho life 
and bustle so noticoablo at Sound towns 
two years ago have departed with tiie 
floating po[uilation. Real estate is prac- 
tically unsaleable. Scores of mon who, a 
short time ago, wore regarded as rich are 
now spoken of as "land jiuor," which 
means that they have overloaded them- 
selves with real estate tliat cumot be con- 
verted into cash. As hioh as one and a- 
half per cent, pur month ia paid for loans 
on realty. Indeed, money lenders are Iho 
only class who are making anything on the 
Sound at this time. No hope of a revival 
on this coast is entertained until matters 
improve at tho east, where there h plenty 
of money, but no confidence. .

Loss, §5,000; insur- 
ance, f2,000.

Mo.NTiiEAL, Aug. 11.— Ndzavie Pr.ivofit, 
blacksmith, and his v.'ife, parish of St.

A CURIOUS SUPERSTITION AMONG 
WASHINGTON NEQROE&

Tho "slap doctor" scare among the 
Wiisliingtou negroes bos assumed such a 
serious aspect that tho authorities think of 
taking the matter in liantl. The dense 
negi'o ])opiilation In the niitioiial capital 
coiitiiiiis many ijjtoraul pcirsons, who 
faitlilnlly buUovo ui tho vlrtuo of voudoo 
dortors, fortune tellers, haunted bouses 
and conjurers. Sonic of them nro even 
more crudiiloiis and superstitious tluin tho 
yiiiidwioh i.slaiulors, who rrad Ihoir fiito 
in the phosphorescent gli;aiii of tlio rolling 
breakers, or see hosts of uncanny anirlts 
Iroojiinjg iiiong tho whifo sea beach in tho 
weird, half tropical moonlight of that 
cliarniiug region. Tho Huperslltioua 
Washington negro regards tho mcdicul 
sludeiil with holy horror, aail look.s upon 
llie ilis-sectiag room of a medical college 
as u charnel liouao, where huninn bu- 
iugs lire killed nflor being captured hy 
tlie dreadud ''sla]) doctor, " and their bodies 
given to the students for diasoclioii. Tliey 
believe nearly all the "slilLs" used during 
the t'ollege season are the niortiil remains 
of iiieklesa oolorod people who were kid- 
naped on dark and rainy nights by the 
tcrrihlo "slap doctors" iind solii to the 
colleges, The liaglo corrosponJeut luskod 
u negro nie.ssenijer in ouo of the depart- 
lueiits if ho had over seen a .ship doctor. 

".No, sail," lie replietl, "but 1 bus often 
licaru toll oh 'em. Dcy -wears a long 
black cloak an' a mask ober der faces. Do 
slaps on'y goes out on rainy uitcs, when 
it is as dui U aa charcoal. I'oy cany a 
stickin' plnster au' when itcy ketch you 
de\' s'ap de jdaster ober your mouf so you 
can't holler, dun dcy tics you and ilu iicx' 
Ihiiig yousu in a wagon trabhclin' for do 
medical college liken coou 'scaping from 
11 i>iick ob hungry bowuds. Doro's uo 
tolliii' how niciiny hard workin', hones' 
culiud men has bin killed by dom mup 
derin' slap doctor.s. " 

This feeling has been so wrought up 
nmoiitr Die ignonint bliwks that it is un- 
safe for a physician to visit certain sec- 
tions of the city. An iiicidtj'rt of recenl 
occurrence will illuslrato the o.^lenl of tho 
feoling referred to, A colored man who 
was lying in a hovel in brown's alloy, 
sulfcring from a compllcjition of dis- 
orders, nggravated by llie attontions ho 
had recti, cd from a negro herb or voudoo 
doctor, was Uually compollivd to summon 
a reputable white pbyaiciau. Tho latter 
visited the sick man and informed him 
that in order to save bis life h'i would 
liavo to endure an operation which called 
fur some cutting with instruiuenta Thu 
negro ac(]uiesce(J, mid the medical man 
summoned several brother physicians to 
witness tho operation and assist him If 
necessary. 

When the time to perforin the delicate 
surgical work arrived, four pliysioiana 
drove up to tbo shanty in tbeii carriu/ren, 
and eiiteri.ig the dingy place proceeded to 
work. Tho wife of the sick man wit- 
ne^^cd the lirsL cut of the lancet, and saw 
the blood My. This territied her and she 
iniincdialely wont out into tho ullcy, 
which is ])opulatc<l hy very ignorant ne- 
groes, nuil spread the iilarmiiig report that 
"de slap doctors are in dar t:uitici' up my 
poo' husband. " A largo crowd soon as- 
sembled about Iho place and shouted, 
"1 el dat man alone or wo will inol yer. " 
Tlicy llnally rande a demonstration with 
stones and clubs, und the physlciaaa wore 
coniiicUed to boat a hasty retreat, with 
two policemen hriuuing up the rear. Tho 
oijeiation wa.s not "linished and tho sick 
nian died tho following diiy. The physi- 
cians say, bad they been allowed to tini.sli 
the operation, the man would have re- 
covered. 

Another cose uas that of a colored 
woman vrho became insane en Uie subject 
and was found wnndoriag about in the 
woods in the suburbs of Vvashington by 
the police. She was placed in a cell, and 
for noarlv twuuly four hours bowled liko 
a wild bea.t. at iiitervnls licseeching tbo 
olVicors to ijrotcct !ut from the ship doc- 
tors, v.-ho wanted to griad her u p and 
make cii-<tor oil ai hor piilveri/ed roiiiains. 

The uveiiile iiea-rofs stand in niorlal 
dread of tho lerrililo doctors and Iheir 
mouth plasters, anti it i.s only necessary 
to yell "L>Iap doctor" at one of them at 
night, or even in the daytime, to tbruw 
hiui into spasms or niuko hiui outdo the 
be.st lime ever made by a race horse 
i,at(;l3' the tricky voiidojis who iiiieit this 
section have made ni cb mouuy by soil- 
ing cbarni-; to the superstitious, v.'hicli they 
allege will protect the wearer from tho 
wiles of the tricky uight doctors. Tho 
principtil charm for this purposo la a 
string of bends to ho worn around tho 
neck. Tbey charge for tho beada, and 
claim that thoy are made of infauts' bone.* 
saturated iu tho oil of tree toads and 
horucd lizards.

Under one 
arm he carried an enormous book and in 
his hand he hold a large telescope, which 
ovory few minutes lie pointed to the lion, 
after inspecting the book. 

People gathered around and ho told 
that in the book of Balderdash it wtin 
written that in half-an-hour that lion 
would wag his tail. Slowly walking up 
and down and every fow minuten taking a 
look at tho lion through his glass, ho at- 
tracted tho attention of OYorybi dy, and 
tho waiting crowd grov,' every moment 
denser. The wagons stopped to see what 
the trouble was and these jammed the 
others until the whole atreet was crowded 
and inipaasablo. The barrister slipped 
away in tho crowd, but a niosl obstinate 
jam ensued, and it was mure than an hour 
before the p<ihco euuld clear the thorough- 
fare.

hia unbounded love for all mankind, but 
most particularly for hia unlimited phil- 
anthropy toward his coreligionists; he put 
into practice the teachings of hia three 
great predecessors, and waa our fourth 
great Moaes. — Hebrew Joiinud.

I'hiukiiig ha waa to bo tho vic- 
tim of summary vengeance, Marhle.s 
placed tho pistol to hio own head, fired 
and fell dead* The young couple v/ere 
married about three years ago, lived to- 
gether one year, when his wife applied 
for and received a divorce on the grounds 
of raietreatnient. Since their sepi<ratiun 
he has heon jealoua of any attention paid 
her by other men, itiid it was this Vhtoh 
led to the double tragedy. 



DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

ENGLAND. 

LoN-noN, Aug. 17.— Lord Chief Justice 
Coleridge, who waa married on Saturday 
to Miss Lawford, says in a letter to a 
newspaper he can't see why details of 
private life should interest tho public. 
The father of Coleridge's bride was for- 
merly a judge in Bengal. The lady ia 32 
years of age. 

Salisbury, it is reported, will, soon after 
going to France, have a conference with 
Signer Do l^retis, Italian prime minister. 
It is reported that Italy desires to aoiid 
10,000 troops into tho Soudan to secure 
the Red Sea coast from Suakim, at pre- 
sent held by the British to Arabi . Bey, 
along which is most of the Italian pos- 
sessions. The Italian scheme contem- 
plates the control over Eastern Soudan 
and the use of Khartoum aa a capital. 

Sir Henry Wolff, who has been sent as 
special envoy from England to Constanti- 
nople and Cairo for tho purpose of per- 
fecting arrangonionts for the future man- 
agemont of affairs and far the purpose of 
bringing the sultan to terms, says it is 
believed England will sign an agreement 
with Italy which will leave the latter 
power free to carry out her plana as out- 
lined above. 

Mr. John Ruskin's condition during 
tho morning ws.s unchanged. In tho 
evening tho pulae was good, and thoro is 
yet hope for his recovery, 

IRELAND. 
DuBM.v, Aug. 17. — Lord and Lady 
Canmrvon started to-day on their tour 
through Ireland. Thoir first stop was at 
Galway, where a largo crowd had assem- 
bled to moot the new viceroy. People re- 
ceived tho visitors reapeotfully but with- 
out any chooring. Lord lieutenant re- 
ceived addresses hero from tho laborers' 
aociely, harbor comniiaaion, town conimis- 
aion and citizens of Galway. In replying 
to addrosaea he said the governmont de- 
sired to do its utmost" for the jirospority 
of Ireland. Ho was gratified to soo efl'oi ta 
of the citizens of (ialway to develop tho 
resources of their [lort, which he anid was 
two hours nearer America than any other 
important town in Ireland. He hoped to 
see in hia own lifetime the ancient pros- 
perity of Galway revived. Ha regretted 
the universal dupreasion in tho labor mar- 
ket, which ha said waa owing to foreign 
competition, and urged laborers to etudy 
the interest of thoir emplnyora, He hoped 
that the Irish fisheries and othor indus- 
trlea would bo developed. In conclusion 
he expressed his conviction that times 
would aoon mend, Hia remarks were re- 
ceived with cheera. 

SPAIN. 

MAmuD, Aug. 17.— In tho whole of 
Spain yesterday there wore 4,090 new 
cases of cholera and 1,550 deaths. 

There have been slight riots at Lagrana, 
due to the resiatanoe of tho inhabitants to 
the control of the aanitary regulations. 

The governor of Granada haa been at- 
tacked with cholera. 

FRANCE. 
Parks, Aug. 17.— Refugees fleeing from 
tho cholera in Marseilles introduced the 
diseuso into Siateron and other villiigi;a in 
tlio Alpine provinces of Frant'e. 

MEXICO. 

CiTv OF Mkxico, Aug. 17.— Tho trial 
of tho students and editors charged with 
inciting the riot, now going on before tho 
judge who is trying tho cases, haa decided 
that arrosta were in accordance with law. 
Senior Charvaines, editor of the Monitor 
Republioo, is still in prison, from whence 
he continues to write for his paper on 
aocinl to[iic3. The disposition of hia caao 
excites a lively interest. 

The government ia taking measures to 
stop ihe extensive smuggling which is car- 
ried on along the Rio Grande frontier. 
Some apprehensions exist regarding a 
large contraband importation of firearms 
from the United States . 

CANADA. 
LoNDOK, Ont., Aug. 17.— F'armera in 
Maiden, Essox county, are suffering heavy 
losses from the ravages of cholera among 
their' swine. 

RUSSIA. 

St. Petkrsbuko, Aug. 17.— A portion 
of the Russian fleet will, hereafter, win- 
ter on the coaat of Finland, beoauae of 
the length of time that the harbor here is 
icebound. 

EASTERN STATES. 
NkwYork, Aug. 17.— It is estimated 
that 40,000 persona viaited the tomb of 
Gen. Grant, Riverside Park, yeaterday.

I him- 
self back and forth across a deep, wide 
pond by means of a board that would not 
sustain live pounds' weight. Children 
nud all others should have luaetice In tbe 
sustaining power of water. In nine cases 
out of ten the knowledge that, what will 
sustain a pound weight ia all thut is nec- 
essary to keep one's head above the water, 
w ill Eorvo better in eroergoncioa than tho 
greatest expertncsa as a a'Wlmmor.

AN VMFORTKJNATE WOUIAN. 

CoiifiiKMl for Tiveiity-seveu 
l ours ill ail Insane .4syluiu 
ou u Trivial Charge. 

PniLADELPUiA, Aug. M. — Miss Ad- 
rianna Brinckle has just been released 
from the State lunatic asylum, where 

she has been confined for twenty-seven 
years on the extraordinary charge of 
"extravagence and eccentricity," She is 
a daughter of tho late Dr. Win. Draper 
Brinckle, a piiysicinn, who was engaged 
in a large practice and moved in tiin 
highest circles of society here ti.irlv 
years ago. Miss Brinckle was an nc- 
knowledgod belle, a woman of great 
beauty and accoiiiiiliKlinients, and a 
popular favorite. She was extremely 
oxtravngtuit, but an unfortunatechaiige 
in the financial condition of her father 
made it impossible for him to pay her 
bills, as hu had always done before. 
Adrianna was uiiablti to overcome her 
extravagant tastes, iiiul without know- 
ing nnytliing about tho law in such 
cases, ordered a piano and a set of fur- 
niture, which she sold before paying 
for them. Tliis proceeding scandalized 
the set to which the Briuckles belong- 
ed, and as it was stated at the time to 
save the family honor. Miss Brinckle 
was sent to an asylum, entering the 
institution in July, 1858. 

When the twelfth national confer- 
ence of cliarities and corrections met in 
Washington last J une one of the dele- 
gates made the following statement: 
"A beautiful young lady, used to 
wealth, is e.xtravagant, and her f,;lhor, 
reduced in circumstances, finding hiin- 
selt unablo to restrain her habit of 
speiuling, concludes that she requires 
a custodian, and places Imr in a hospi- 
tal ri'garillcss of hiu- earnest protests, 
lie (lies and leaves iior there. There 
she has beiMi for nearly tliirhy years, 
and is now nearly sixty years of age, 
and still begging to be released, but 
the costodian still thinks she needs a 
custodian's care, and.sbe remains to 
this date, under restraint of her person- 
al lilierity." 

This led to an investigation, and 
Miss Brinckle was visited at the state 
lunatic asylum at Harrisburg, and the 
committee reported that there was no 
evidence of insanity in her oasa But 
still there was no release, and the un- 
fortunate woman almost abandoned 
liojie. Uepreseniatives of the etate com- 
mittee on lunacy visited her, however. 
Then an order came and she was sent 
out a free woman 

Upon her arrival in this city she 
was taken to a convalescents' retreat 
near Glen Mills, where she is being 
tenderly cared for. Miss Brinckle is 
now a gray-haired woman of 60, in full 
posae.ssion of her faculties, and in good 
bodily hcalih.

Just prior to the explosion he 
was engaged in nailing up a box contain- 
ing a consignment of the material, when 
suddenly tho whole blow up, unroofing 
the house and burying tho inventor and

This remark, mado by a youuy; frcfld- 
man, suggested the thought that in dis- 
cussing the negro character I had. failed 
to dwell upon their great love of music, 
-which is quite an important clement in 
their make up, and "plantation melodies" 
is an expression which is very familiar 
even in northern climes. 

The negroes, as a general thin^, jjossesa 
strong and often melodious voices, luid, 
under cultivaiion, many voirca might bo 
developed which would excel those of tho 
trbites. To mo, it is a matter of surprise 
that some such incident has not startled 
tiie world into an open acknowledgment 
of the great, musical powers lying dor- 
. tnant in tho brain recesses of our dusky 
friends. 

They Invent, one might say, their own 
tnusio, and manufacture songs which aro 
devoid of all sense, and yet, when heard 
at a distance, one is often susprised into 
the exclamation: "How well they sing!" 
This is especially in their religious meet- 
ings, when they, with one accord, , oia 
thetr voices in praise to their Diviuo 
Slakur, that is to His glorification "ac- 
cording to their lights. 

Almost every plantation furnishes good 
hanjo and violin players, who e.xecuto 
well on both instruments, without any ad- 
vantages of instruction or any Ic:iowle(li;o 
of musia One can lind, also, in nearly 
all southern cities, large brass and string 
bands, conducted entirely by colored per 
formers, w'.o niu coiialiuitly cngaijed by 
the whites on all public and festive oc- 
casions requiring music. 

Even a simple harmonlcon, under their 
manipulation, becomes a little inst;umont 
of rare melody and sweetness, and yet 
this very music which delights their very 
souls, or rather hearts, is accounted by 
them a far greater sin than the willful 
breaking of the ten commandments. No 
member of any church ever touches a 
musical instrument of any kind, and to 
•lug aught but a "hymn is, indeed, a 
crime of matchless magnitude. 

When B banjo or fiddle player "is foun' 
out by de grace ob de I ord. " the first net 
is to burn their instruments amid wild 
denunciations, he positively refusing to 
give way or sell a banjo or fiddle, "kaae 
dat would bo a-tlingiug ob temptation iu 
do way ob yuddors, and likowisu bo aid- 
ing ob de dcbbil in his work. " Often 
they have warned mo in the most solemn 
manner that I could "in no wise spec to 
enter in de glorious kingdom on high, if 
I played on dem instruments ob destruc- 
tion;" and so warped are their moral 
Tiows that swearing and speaking falsely 
aro small vices compared to music aud 
dancing. 

When we consider that for the sake of 
bis religion the negro gives up willingly 
those pleasures ho most enjoys, we can 
but wish that his zeal could bo turned into 
more enlightened channels. 

I have ever before me, in my help, 
"Dora, " a striking evidence of tho 
darkies' lo e for music. Three times has 
she repented of her sins and been bap- 
tized, and each time sho has been turned 
out of the church for dancing aud singing 
"de songs ob old Patau. " 

Often when I have been playing a 
spirited racquet or galop I have seen 
Dora throw aside any work she might bo 
engaged In ard rapidly dance from one 
side of the yard to the other, keeping jier- 
feet time in spite of my quick and fre- 
quent changes. A few mornings since, 
while playing i. galop sho terms 'Dem 
Jolly Breddren, " I saw through the win- 
dow my worthy domestic dancing furi- 
ously across the yard, brandishing in one 
hand a gridiron and in the other an 
enormous dish rag, presenting in her in- 
tensity a most grotesque appearance. 
As the "dusky wards of our nation " aspire 
now to many e.xalted positions, we may 
yet expect to see some sable damsel hold- 
ing spellbound a refined and critical audi- 
ence by the melody of her divinely on- 
trancing voice, for it can not be denied 
that ordinarily the negro possesses a 
stronger and more tiexiblo voice than tho 
white, and with cultivation it is natural 
to suppose that wonderful results may bo 
obtained.

From London to llxotcr, iriij miles iu 4!- 
honrs, it averages •!.'> ; uiilci per hour, lint 
from lOxctcr to Land s l-.nil it is only an 
"accommodation." The "Flyiii.g !--cots- 
man" leaves the King's C ross at 10 a. m. 
aud runs into Wavercly station, luliu- 
burgh, '.VM[ miles, at 7 p. in., an average 
speed of -11 miles per hour. Its first da^b 
is from London to Ciiaiilham, 10.") miles. 
Its second dash is from (Iriiutham to 
York, 8-1 miles. Tho 181) miles aro run 
in lj liours aud minutes, an averaLje of 
48 miles an hour. After this spurt its 
jpecd drops to ;0 miles per hour, udciug
